It 
has flown on the shuttle over a dozen 
times and has become one of the most 
popular shuttle experiments. 

Three years ago co-author Joan 
Freeman was a typical middle school 
. teacher, with little special interest in ama- 
teur radio or the space program. Another 
local teacher, Joe Laughlin, KC4VBY got 
her interested in SAREX and an upcom- 
ing school contact. During the STS-45 
shuttle mission in March 1992, a hand- 
ful of central Florida schools were linked 
together via the Lake Monroe 147.285 
repeater. Lyman High School was the pri-

SAREX, The Shuttle Amateur Radio EXperiment, i is flown 
primarily as part of NASA’s education program. Any school or 
educational group can submit a proposal for a prescheduled 
SAREX contact. It’s hoped that schools will get interested in the 
Space program and amateur radio and make these activities part 
of the normal curriculum. Sometimes a SAREX contact is incred- 
ibly exciting but forgotten soon after the shuttle mission is over. 
But in many cases SAREX does leave a lasting impression on the 
students and teachers. Coauthor Joan Freeman is a teacher as 
South Seminole Middle School in Casselberry Florida. Three years 
ago she watched television and read the newspaper to find out 
about the space program. Now she uses amateur radio every day 
in her class and completed a SAREX educational contact with 
the shuttle during the STS-65 mission. The following article dem- 
onstrates what has been done to increase awareness about ham 
radio, SAREX and the shuttle program in schools.

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Amateur Radio Mailing Lists 
on the Internet 


Mailing lists are used to disseminate information about a com- 
mon topic of interest to a list of subscribers by email. There are two 
kinds of mailing list: reflectors, which simply reflect message from 
one subscriber to all of the other subscribers on the list; and distribu- 
tion lists, which disseminate information from a single source to all of 
the subscribers on the list. 

To participate in the traffic on these lists, you need to be able to 
receive email from the Internet, either directly, or through a gateway. 
In general, all of the lists operate in the same way. There is an address 
used for list maintenance commands, and another address used for 
the dissemination of messages, which is shown below as the reflector 
address. 

It is important that list commands (the most common commands 
are SUBSCRIBE and UNSUBSCRIBE) not be sent to the reflector 
address, for two reasons. The first reason is that sending the message 
to the reflector will not accomplish anything. The command must be 
sent to the right address to take effect. The second reason is that many 
subscribers to the list pay for each message they receive, and seeing a 
message that says SUBSCRIBE or UNSUBSCRIBE joe@blow.com, 
for which they have just paid a quarter, is not likely to make their day. 

If you are interested in joining one of the mailing lists below, 
the first thing you should do is send a message to the Subscribe ad- 
dress containing the word HELP on the first line. Within a few min- 
utes, or perhaps a few hours in some cases, you will receive back a 
full description of the list’s purpose and a set of commands that can be 
used to subscribe, unsubscribe, or get other information out of the list 
server. 

There are many different flavors of list server software, and 
each has its own command structure. For reference, the subscribe com- 
mand is shown in the list below. However, it is not unknown for the 
list manager to change software from time to time and the commands 
will change when this happens. 

In the list below, substitute YOUR email address for 
<user@site> and substitute your name for <name>. 

For example, to subscribe to the Contest forum, send a 

message to CQ-Contest-Request@tgv.com with the word SUB- 
SCRIBE in the body of the message. To send a message to all of the 
other subscribers, send the message to CQ-Contest@tgv.com.

The Annual State of the 
PC Address 


This month, I would like to dis- 
_ cuss some of the newsworthy items of the 
_ past year. 


The Intel Pentium 


The Intel Pentium found its way 
into the home PC this year. It was previ- 
ously found only in high end business 
systems because of the cost of the proces- 
sor chip and the support devices around 
it. But now, the motherboards are cheap 
enough that they are available at the dis- 
count outlets. 


The Pentium was found to have 
a bug in its math processor. What is most 
interesting about this story was not the 
bug, but the fact that Intel declared the 
problem of no importance. Public outcry 
and the potential for lost sales has fortu- 
nately changed their minds and you can 
ow request a new device if you think you 
need it. Unfortunately, there are still sys- 
tems that have devices with the bug, so 
buyer beware. © 


Operating Systems 


IBM released the newest version 
of OS/2 this year. This version titled 
WARP in attempt to connect with the 
home computer market is a mature ver- 
sion of the earlier software. The signifi- 
cance of WARP is that it is a true Pre- 
emptive Multi-tasking Operating system. 
What this means is that many pieces of 
software can operate at the same time and 
get along together. . 


Anexample of this advantage is 
the communication card. These cards 
provide services for the home office that 
used to be separate hardware. A com- 
munication board combines a modem, a 
fax, and an answering machine with voice 
mail allin one system. The card will work 
in DOS or windows but the software that 
operates these features is performed in 
TSROs (Terminate and Stay Ready) and 
use interrupts to stop what the processor 
is doing. This method of multi-tasking 


requires a lot of overhead and does not 
manage time. Frequently, the TSROs do 
not cooperate with one another and many 
users experience systems hangs. The 
worst part is that these functions use lower 
memory of which there is only a small 
amount. If you have a sound card and a 
communications card and a CD ROM, 
you may run out of memory. 


OS/2'can create a DOS environ- 
ment just for a background function like 
the telephone answering system. This 
environment can allocate the memory it 
needs when it needs it. OS/2 will auto- 
matically provide the resources for the 
application without interfering with other 
tasks. OS/2 is also smart enough to steal 
only part of the CPU time so that the back- 
ground task does not interfere with the 
foreground task (the one you are typing 
in). 


OS/2 can operate Windows soft- 
ware because it lets you load Windows as 
an application. Once loaded, OS/2 will 
bring up Windows if you access a Win- 
dows application. For this application 
OS/2 is replacing MS DOS on your sys- 
tem. - 


The future of OS/2 is driven by 
the market. IBM will continue to sup- 
port this operating system as they plan 
on porting it to their Power PC box which 
is due out next year. 


Windows95 is really closer to 
Windows96. The new version of 
MicrosoftOs OS is supposed to replace 
DOS completely and greatly enhance the 
networking and inter-connectivity of the 
PC. This has been a weak point in the 
architecture from the beginning. The 
Apple products have always connected 
and ran right out of the box but the PCOs 
require a bit of tweaking. Microsoft tried 
to get their new OS to run in 4 Mega- 
bytes of RAM because that is the largest 
installed base but word from the front is 
that 8 Megabytes works much better. 


Power PC Computers 


IBM, Apple and Motorola have 
pooled their resources around the Power 


PC processor in an effort to displace Intel 
as the largest maker of PC processors. 
The Power PC is based on a four level 
pipelined RISC that IBM developed and 
marketed as the R6000. This processor 
is very fast and since the system is start- 
ing with a clean slate, they can design 
graphics and interface standards which 
are cost competitive with the Intel sys- 
tems. The ee =ssion has been avail- 
able for a year and can execute Apple 
software and even emulate PC software 
at some speed penalty. The systems are a 
little pricier than comparable PCOs but 
they bridge the gap between Macintosh 
and PC software and offer significant 
improvements in networking. 


Memory Devices 


The CD ROM has significantly 
dropped in price. The average system 
available at the discount outlets already 
come bundled with these drives and the 
stereo sound cards for music. 


Tape drives continue to improve. 
The ill fated 4 millimeter audio tape 
(DAT) is now a computer backup media. 
A DAT backup is around $750 and offers 
over 1 Gigabyte of storage. High density 
versions of the DC2000 tape which is 
more common can support up to 500 
Megabytes of data. 


Hard drives are routinely avail- 
able at under 50 cents a megabyte. The 
new Enhanced IDE interface offers higher 
transfer rates to compete with the fast 
SCSI 2 interface. IDE drive are a little 
cheaper than SCSI. SCSI holds out the 
promise of integrating all drives (Hard, 
CD, and Tape) into one cable and SCSI 
can support up to seven drives per inter- 
face. 


Floppy drives have outlived their 
usefulness as distribution media. Even 
with compression, some applications re- 
quire thirty or more floppies to carry the 
software. Installations are tedious and the 
probability of error on one of these disks 
raises the cost of support. The CD ROM 
will be the standard distribution media. 
Floppy drives may be replaced with 
Floptical drives, a higher density mag- 
neto-optical storage technique.

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Russian RS-15 in Orbit 


On December 26 at 0300 UTC, the 
Russian RS-15 satellite was launched 
from the Baikonur space center in Rus- 
sia. The satellite was lofted into space 
by a “Rokot” launch vehicle 
Rokot is a hybrid created from 
the first and second stages of an 
SS-19 intercontinental ballistic 
missle and a new third-stage booster 
known as “Briz.” yy" 

RS-15 is only the second Ama- 
teur Radio satellite to include Mode A 
capability (the other is RS-10). The sat- 
ellite is already operating and several 
hams report successful contacts. 

RS-15 transponder frequencies:

Downlink: 29.354 to 29.394 MHz 
CW Beacon 1: 29352.5 kHz

New satellite 
planned 


A satellite now being designed in 
South Africa will include an extensive 
Amateur Radio package and is scheduled 
for launch in January 1996, according to 
South African amateur satellite enthusi- 
asts, as announced in a release from 
Henry Chamberlain, ZS1AAZ. Called 
Sunsat, the satellite is being designed and 
built by engineering students at the Elec- 
tronic Systems Laboratory at Stellenbosch 
University. In exchange for a US National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
launch, Sunsat will carry a precision GPS 
receiver and a set of Laser retro-reflec- 
tors, for NASA’s use. The Amateur Ra- 
dio payload was approved at the SA- 
AMSAT Spacecon 91 Conference. It in- 
cludes duplicate transmitters and receiv- 
ers for the 2-meter and 70-cm bands, a 
24-cm (1260 Mhz) receiver and 13-cm 
(2400-MHz) receiver. A number of up- 
link and downlink frequency combina- 


tions are possible. Sunsat will offer ex- 
tensive digital communication capability. 
One of the 2-meter receivers has four IF 
sections connected to 1200-baud AFSK 
packet modems. The satellite carries 
three G3RUH-compatible 9600-baud 
modems that can be switched to various 
receivers and transmitters. The design-

Linking several schools together on 
a net had many advantages - most sig- 
nificantly getting many more schools in- 
volved than with a typical contact, but was 
much more difficult logistically - in ad- 
dition to being frustrating for schools 
which didn’t get the opportunity to talk 


to the astronaut in space. 


Still, preparing for the contact got 
Joan excited. Of all the teachers involved 
in the STS-45 SAREX contact, Joan de- 
cided to get her amateur radio license and 
uses amateur radio in regular day-to-day 
classes. Her classroom includes many ra- 
dios, donated by local hams, and a com- 
puter donated by a local business. In ad- 
dition Joan runs and education net on the 
local repeater. Eleven schools in three 
counties, ranging from elementary 
through high school level participate in 
classes during the net. But the most frus- 
trating part for Joan was not getting to 
talk to an astronaut in space. So Joan de- 
cided to put in her own application. It took 
two years before an appropriate opportu- 
nity came up. South Seminole Middle 
School got selected for the STS-65 mis- 
sion as one of commander Bob Cabana, 
KCSVBH’s many school contacts. 

The contact was scheduled for July 
13th at 10:09 am EDT at a mission 
elapsed time of 4 days 21 hours and 15 
minutes. Most of the hams involved with 
the Lyman contact a couple of years ear- 
lier donated their time and expertise to 
making Joan’s contact a success, includ- 
ing Joe Singer N4IPV, Ed Cox WORAO, 
and John Rothert, KC4TYO. 

Everything went smoothly, with 
Joan acting as the control operator for the 
contact. Appropriately the first student to 
get to ask a question was one who had 
earned his ham license in Joan’s class. 
Eight students got to ask questions to Bob 
Cabana. There was additional time avail- 
able and three of the adults also asked 
questions. As a bonus benefit, Joan got 
special permission to visit the Kennedy 
Space Center and got to see Bob Cabana 
up close. : 

All together the contact lasted just 
six minutes, but the experience will last 
a lifetime. “Something to tell my 
grandkids about” as one student told a 
local reporter. 

For a ham who wants to get in- 
volved in SAREX it’s extremely simple. 
Just contact a local school and talk to the 
education coordinator or head of the sci- 
ence department. It can be the school you 
graduated from. the school your kids got 
to, or just the school closest to where you 


live or work. Ask them if they’d be inter- 
ested - and it would be difficult to get a 
negative answer. Even with the amount 
of effort required the thrill of a success- 
ful contact makes it worth it. Contact the 
ARRL’s educational department and ask 
fora SAREX application. This is a simple 
two-page form with basic information on 
the school, its location and your equip- 
ment. Fill out the form with the school 
and send it in. The backlog of schools is 
slowly disappearing and hopefully you 
won’t have as much of a wait as South 
Seminole Middle School did before its 
contact. 

It’s important to include all of the 
information specified -especially your 
school’s location. The easiest way to get 
an accurate Latitude/longitude for you 
location is to use a surveyor’s map or find 
a boater with a GPS (Global Positioning 
Receiver). 

While you’re waiting for your ap- 
plication to go through get your school 
interested in amateur radio and the space 
program. Optional (perhaps extra credit) 
classes are an excellent way to get kids 
interested in ham radio, and NASA’s edu- 
cation department will be glad to provide 
generic materials on the shuttle and its 
activities. Unfortunately the SAREX in- 
formation sheet is badly out of date, but 
it still has some good information. 

The most important thing to re- 
member is SAREX, like the shuttle pro- 
gram, is much more than just astronauts 
- it’s people. The astronauts certainly have 
the most visibility and most envious jobs 
within NASA, but SAREX exists because 


of many different people performing dif- — 


ferent roles, including the JSC amateur 
radio club volunteers who prepare the 
hardware and train the astronauts, the 
ARRL and AMSAT folks who handle the 
paperwork and information distribution, 
and most importantly the hams and teach- 
ers at the schools who interact directly 
with the students. 


For a ham getting involved in a 


school contact is a fantastic experience. 
You get to help out education in your com- 
munity and the excitement watching the 
looks of joy on student’s faces as they talk 
to the astronauts - certainly makes it 
worth all of the effort. 

Many months after you put in your 
application, you will get a tentative flight 
assignment. This can easily change de- 
pending on the mission’s requirements, 
changes to the crew’s flight plan and other 
factors. But it gives you a date to plan 
towards and tells you that you’ve made it 


to the top of the pile. 

Contact your local NASA education 
Office. If you don’t know which NASA 
center serves your region then ask the 
ARRL educational representative. The 
Johnson Space center’s public affairs and 
education office is also an excellent source 
for information. Another excellent source, 
if you have a computer with a modem is 
to call NASA Marshall’s Spacelink BBS 
at 205-895-0028. Spacelink will include 
press kits, astronaut biographies and even 
scanned versions of the crew logo for the 
mission. 

If you don’t ask - you don’t get. 
There is plenty of public information 
available for each mission, including 
press kits, crew biographies, descriptions 
of the mission’s primary payloads, etc. 
etc. The NASA education office should 
be able to provide lithos of the ham as- 
tronauts, and the official crew photo. 
There are also commercial firms where 
you can purchase patches and pins with 
the crew logo. In addition the JSC Ama- 
teur Radio Club, WSRRR, has SAREX | 
patches available for sale for $5.00. The 
proceeds go towards the SAREX operat- 
ing fund.

10-GHz record claimed 


Roger Bowman, VK5NY, and Walter Howse, VK6KZ, 
have claimed a new world distance record on the amateur 10- 
GHz band. 

On December 30, 1994, the two worked over a path of 
1911 kilometers. Both VKSNY and VK6KZ were portable, the 
former near his home in Adelaide and the latter portable near 
Perth. 

VKSNY used 180 milliwatts to a 400-mm dish while 
VK6KZ ran 100 mW toa similar antenna. The 2-way contact 
was on SSB. 

The previous 10 GHz record of 1018 km was held by 
WA6CGR and XE/N6XQ. N6CA and KH6HME continue their 
efforts to span the 3973-km path between California and Ha- 
waii on 10 GHz. 

Howse said there was a typical high pressure cell in the 
Great Australian Bight, a large inlet body of water, and that 
good signals were present over the 1900-km, nearly all-water 
path on 144, 432, and 1296 MHz. On the second night, VESNY 
drove 250 km to another location in an attempt to once again 
increase the record distance, but no contact was made. 

VK6KZ reports hearing, and being heard by, David 
Minchin, VK5KK, a few km farther than VKSNY, but no 10- 
GHz 2-way contact resulted, 

VK6KZ lives about 1000 km (some 600 miles) from his 
portable location near Perth, and must drive there to make these 
attempts at UHF records. ‘’I have to choose the right time.” he 
said. 

-ARRL 
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2400-MHz reply made 


The ARRL has filed reply comments on an FCC notice 
of proposed rule making, in ET Docket 94-32, a proposal to 
reallocate a block of spectrum from federal government to com- 
mercial use. Some of that block includes parts of the 2400- 
MHz band shared by Amateur Radio ona secondary basis with 
the government. 

In earlier comments, the ARRL asked that the Amateur 
Service be given primary allocation status at 2402 to 2417 MHz, 
that it be given at least co-primary status at 2390 to 2400 MHz, 
and said it would be desirable to make the entire segment 2390 
to 2450 MHz amateur primary. 

In its reply comments, the ARRL said that most of the 
comments filed by others in December didn’t respond to FCC 
questions regarding the compatibility of the proposed commer- 
cial services with the Amateur Service. 

The League said that the bulk of comments filed were 
“absolutely silent”’ on the effect of a new proposed use, either 
from 2390 to 2400 MHz or from 2402 to 2417 MHz, on the 
Amateur Service, with the exceptions of comments by In-Flight 
Phone Corporation and Apple Computer, both of whom sug- 
gested ways of coexisting with amateurs. 

The ARRL called the use of competitive bidding in this 
case “a means of avoiding specific allocation planning by the 
Commission” and said it was inappropriate. The FCC’s ‘’flex- 
ible allocation” plan would be, on its face, the League said, 
"in lieu of making any public interest determination at all as 
to the highest and best use of the spectrum.”’ That highest and 
best use, the League said, was Amateur Radio.

As last month’s column reported, 
Florida Army MARS has wide experience 
in the sending of EEI (Essential Elements 
of Information) reports to the Director of 
Military Support (DOMS) in Washington, 
DC. January has proved to be no different in that regard with 
the tornadoes that have torn through the central part of the 
state. In this very New Year of 1995, these and other emer- 
gency situations have already been reported to facilitate DOMS 
planning and sharing of information with other federal agen- 
cies. Thus the primary mission of Army MARS is being ably 
carried out by Florida Army MARS members. 

This is where we are in 1995 so far. Where have we been 
in 1994 leading to this date? 

In identifying goals for 1994, it was recognized that those 
goals needed to meet the desired needs of the users of Army 
MARS services and support and not just designed to meet the 
needs of Army MARS itself. Further, accomplishment of each 
goal required all Army MARS members to work together as a 
united and professional team all through the year. Florida Army 
MARS members personify such unity of purpose and profes- 
sionalism. Activities of Florida Army MARS were, and are, 
carried out within a set of protocols requiring structured and 
highly disciplined operation...protocols which, at the same time, 
allow innovation of ideas and techniques and the field testing 
of those ideas and techniques. Florida is becoming well known 
for its role in the submission of ideas through the chain of com- 
mand and is proud of the number of those ideas that have been 
accepted and placed into practice. The innovations made and 
the services rendered by Florida Army MARS lend an air of 
excitement to the operations as well as a sense of satisfaction. 
. The goals for 1994 included: Incorporating new technol- 
ogy: The most significant advancement in the incorporation of 
new technology into Army MARS operations was the intro- 
duction of electronic mail (E-Mail). At first, there was the fear 
on the part of some members that e-mail would cut into the 
efficacy of radio modes. In Florida, as in most parts of the 
country, e-mail has added to the information flow and use of 
radio media. E-Mail has proved itself over and over again as 
being an invaluable tool in emergency communications begin- 
ning with the California earthquake in January and ending with 
Gordon wandering through Florida and the Southeast in late 
November. The media being sent in text mode makes the re- 
ceived/sent messages totally compatible with packet and other 
digital systems. This is invaluable for the dissemination of a 
much greater range of information and message traffic. The 
direct technology of interfacing e-mail and digital mode radio 
is being studied for 1995. Its worldwide use is already a very 
important part of Army MARS communications. Emergency 
communications support plans: Since emergency communica- 
tions support is the primary mission of Army MARS, one of 
the major goals was the development and writing of the master 


emergency oplan for Army MARS. During 1 994, the develop- : 


ment, fine tuning, and deployment of a master emergency com- 
munications oplan was accomplished. It is the base upon which 
all other oplans within the system at all levels will be set. It is 
fluid enough that the particular needs at a local level can be 
incorporated into the local plans. The significance of this docu- 
ment can be seen as it is adopted for use by other agencies. 


That proves its overall quality and flexibility. It is, indeed, a 
quality document. Joint emergency exercises: 1994 was the year 
that Army MARS successfully conducted major CONUSwide 
joint emergency exercises with such major customers as the 
Army (Grecian Firebolt), FEMA (three...Howling Wind), and 
SHARES. These were not just paper drills but were fully ex- 
ecuted exercises that were in direct support of other disaster 
agencies. Not only did Army MARS participate, but in ALL 
cases had the highest participation of all the agencies that par- 
ticipated. Florida Army MARS was always among the leading 
Army MARS players in all of these exercises. These Army 
MARS exercises clearly demonstrate the capability of HF radio 
as the long haul backbone and the accomplishments that can 
be obtained by interaction between and among several federal 
agencies. Implementation of a new training program: Army 
MARS has developed a new system wide training program 
which will serve to further unify the Army MARS operations 
worldwide. In addition to the widely disseminated Basic Train- 
ing Manual, the new concept of providing detailed training 
and information in numerous subject areas in the form of home 
study courses has been developed. These courses complement 
the on-the-air experience and training. They should consider- 
ably increase the capabilities of the new Army MARS member 
as well as the more experienced members. In field testing, 
these results have become quite apparent. With the advent of 
1995, Florida Army MARS will begin using these materials 
and will certainly feel the benefits. Joint Amateur Radio and 
MARS activities. There were several joint activities including 
on-the-air cooperative exercises, on-the-air actual support, and 
other joint informational ventures for the benefit of all opera- 
tors everywhere. Increase public awareness: Army MARS has 
seen significant increase in public awareness of its activities 
and services through the efforts of public relations officers all 
over the country. Army MARS has maintained published col- 
umns and articles in a minimum of four major publications per 
month and numerous other publications and on other media as 
well. The support of Army MARS members and Florida Army 
MARS has certainly made this effort a successful one. Such 
events as hamfests and other public appearances have been very 
well supported by the MARS membership. Other goals included 
increasing Armed Forces Day activities, improving coordina- 
tion with primary Army MARS customers, continued provi- 
sion of proactive communications support, and continued mo- 
rale and welfare support all over the world. It is only column 
space requirements that prevent me from exploring these areas 
more fully. Suffice it to say that Army MARS was heavily 
involved in all of these endeavors and Florida Army MARS 
was most significant in its participation in all of these areas. 

Robert Sutton, Chief Army MARS has stated, “In sum- 
marizing 1994, it can be said that his has been one of the most 
active years in Army MARS history. It has featured great for- 
ward progress in philosophy and operations. There is no way 
to fully capture or identify the total commitment of our volun- 
teer personnel, the assets, the time, and the daily operations in 
terms of any measurable device. It may have been enough for 
dedicated MARS members to have a mission, a purpose, and a 
service to perform. 1994 presented many new challenges that 
were met head on and history will record that Army MARS 
remains proud...professional...ready.”
